"Without euteriii;^' upon the (I'JOBtiou j 
of how muf;h tlio Colony t'lUi tul -d to 
pay for Lho curront oxponaua ut tho 
Gcornmcat lur ilio enduing fisonl 
year, a comparison of llio pvosont witii 
thoostimatOB of pruviourf yoars will not 
fail tobeintorosting. T iio anion n t luikcd 
for this year is §701,710 SO for tho use 
of tho united Colony. Tho total amount 
asked by the Govern monl of tho main- 
land for'-'tho year 1806 was !i7-J3,366 
(which amount did not include the 
ocaaa mail subsidy), and tho amount 
voted did not full short of tho sum 
asked. In 1865, £228,335, or sl.l-ll,- 
676, were asked and obtained ; and in 

1864, £147,598, or &737,990, wore 
cheerfully voted by the Council for 
the uses of the Government. Tho sum 
voted for the use of tho Island Gov- 
ernment in 1866 was $lgd,000, but 
nearly 8300,000 were expended, 
mostly in tho paymout of salaries. In 

1865, Governor JConnedy sent down 
his first Estimates, demanding $390,- 
466 90, which amount was roducod by 
the Assembly to §208,618. In 18G4, 
$295,309 50 wore voted for tho public 
service. In 1803, $lo7,000 wore 
deemed BulHcicnt i<n- Uovurnmontiil 
purposes. In ISOii, (.iovornor Doiigli.i 
received £22,80o, or ^11-1 ■jI-' (of 
amount jC2,-1C)8, or Sl2 2'.Mj remuincd 
unexpended). In iStil, .C-2J,r)U0, or 
$112,500, wero voted, ot which iiinount 
only £10,130, or $95,080, woro ex- 
pended. In 1800, trovornor Douglne)

|-;; Bum of £22,477, but tho Assoinbiy 
voted only or .■ir^l.'iOO. During 
those days of choup Govornmoiil on 
tho Island, it will bo borno in luiiid 
that public works wero prosecuted 
and carried out; roads built and mac- 
adamised, and a great activity was 
notioeablo in every branch of tho Gov- 
ernment service. Tho largely in- 
j^.,, creased amoan'ts for tho use of Gover- 
.r^' nor JBlennedy provided for very little 
or any pablio improvement, and were, 
-we might say, almost swallowed up in 
the payment of official salaries. In 
1864, the total ozponses of tho two 
Colonial Governments .wore $1,632,^ 
14111 In 1866, tho combined ex- 
penses reached §1,023,366 — a reduction 
of some 8600,000 upon that of the year 
previoRS. The amount now asked by 
the Government of the united Colony 
18 8701,710, a reduction on last year's 
expenses of tho mainland alone of 
$22,000 ; but ovoii at this coinpava. 
tively low figure there is a dcfieioncy 
of at least S2G,O0O to bo jjrovided for 
by tho imposition of additional 
burthens upon tlio people. Tho sum 
of $701,710 looks small when c jmpar(;d 
with the enormous iboiiiigs up ol pre- 
vious estimates ; and wiiilo largo re^ 
duotions appear in iho ollieiai salaries, 
nearly $100,000 of tho umounti will be 
Baved by the stoppage of public 
works J tho expenditures are prin- 
cipally lor salaries and S212,OU0 lo 
stop tho mouih ot tiiat insatiable 
' moth Interest. The <:]:)i),442 60 sot 
dovvn for the use of tho Treasurer in- 
cludes tho interest on the loans, ro- 
dumption bond.-, etc. 

'llie Acusi 
The Reform meeting in London, on 
tho llJi, jiastoil oil' in a i-atisfaclory 
manner.
